The late Mr. Lothrop Withington was largely interested in various 
Historical Societies in the New England States of America, and he formed 
the project of establishing the genealogy and history of the principal 
families of Virginia and New England. To do this meant the expenditure 
of a great deal of time and money and, to assist the work, Mr. Withington 
accepted commissions to trace the pedigrees of individual families. The 
period chiefly covered by the English researches is the latter part of the 

Te sixteenth and early years of the seventeenth centuries, when New England 
fo was being colonized. A great deal of the original research was done by

These include manuscript notes on the calendar, 1559-1660, 
wills, printed proofs of the calendar, 1605-19, ete., in 9 
boxes, also a number of notes on various books, 1605-19, 
presumably the records of the Court, these being probably 
the material on which the printed calendar was based. All 
the fifteen years, 1605-19, are represented, except 1618, and 
in nearly all cases there are two collections of notes for each 
year, one the rough manuscript notes on half-sheets of paper 
in boxes, the other including both typed and manuscript 
matter contained in folio notebooks with brown-paper wrap- 
pers, both boxes and books numbering 14.

This includes a very extensive card index, in about 350 small 
white cardboard boxes, of Chancery proceedings, each card 
bearing figures showing the number of the bundle and of 
the document in the Record Office.

Close 
Rolls of Elizabeth, James J, and Charles I, Subsidy Rolls, 
ete.
